Opening the door as little as
possible not only keeps out mois-
ture, but also cuts power. con-
sumption because the refrigera.
ting mechanism runs more often
if the door is opened frequently,
It will help, too, says the In.
stitute, if you keep the freezing
compartmept defrosted, It then
attracts more of the molsture in
the refrigerator and holds down
the sweating of the walls, In
humid weather it may be nec: |
essary to defrost as often as
twice a week,

It's obvious that if the seal
around the edge of the door is
in poor shape, warm air will leak
into the inet and lead to un:
necessary sweating, If that has
happened with your refrigerator,
